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THE EGYPTIAN OBELISKS 
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(By L. E. STEELE, M.A.) 


Fa worshippers of the Dictator of 
Italy are evidently determined that 
their demigod shall not suffer from 
failure on their part to advertise hig 
virtues. The latest effort in this direc- 
tion offers. a direct challenge to the 
achievements of pre-historic man, and 
more particularly to those of the ancient 
Egyptian, in the moving of: ponderous 
masses of stone. The monument which 
Signor Mussolini’s votaries are about to 
erect, as a Yeodand, is obviously intended 
in form and proportions to be a rival of 
those charming and graceful obelisks 
which the artistic bewlle of the stone- 
masons of the Nile Valley wrought in ages 
past with such consummate skill., 

The story, though not quite complete— 
as the obelisk has yet to be erected in the 
Farnese Gardens, henceforth to be known, 
grandiloquently, as the Mussolini Forum 
—is worth attention. The task which 
the Italian engineers have so far success- 
fully performed is briefly this. The 
obelisk has been cut in the historic 
marble quarries of Carrera, which lie 
some 200 miles north of Rome, and from 
a section of these quarries 2,450 feet above 
sea-level. It has then been hauled by 
eighty oxen, at the rate of one mile a 
month, over stout timber rollers, for a 
distance of eight miles, to the seashore. 
Placed on a specially constructed lighter, 
it has been towed for 200 miles—a coastal 
voyage of some danger—to.the mouth of 
the Tiber, and thence up river for some 
twenty miles to the river docks of San 
Paolo, where it now lies. Thus in the 
course of nine months the huge monolith 
ha nearly reached its destination. 

Its proportions are arresting. As has 
already been said, it takes the familiar 
form of an Egyptian obelisk, with its 
familiar pyramidal cap, but, if we may 
judge from the details, it lacks the grace 
of its model. With a height of 60 feet 
and a weight of 400 tons, it is a monolith 
of no mean dimensions, and its successful 
transport is a triumph of skill. The 
interesting point is that the feat has been 
performed by the same simple methods 
which, so far as we know, the ancient 
Egyptian and, presumably, neolithic man, 
employed in the transport of their 
monuments. The lever, stout ropes, man 
or animal haulage and logs of wood as 
rollers—these scem to be the elements of 
the apparatus common to all three. 
When the obelisk has beer finally erected, 
it will find itself among ten Egyptian 
shafts as companions and for comparison. 


PLUNDER OF EGYPT. 


One of the most discreditable chapters 
in the history of civilised nations is the 
story of the wholesale robbery which Egypt 
has suffered, at the hands of successive 
peoples, of these most beautiful examples 
of her art and skill. The nefarious work 
began early in history, when Assurpanipal, 
King of Assyria, about the year 664 B.C. 
carried off two of them to Nineveh. The 
Roman Emperors were the worst offenders, 
and Augustus was the chief. It is said 
that no less than forty-eight were trans- 
ported to Rome by these arch-robbers. 
Within recent years France, England and 
America have followed suit in these 
indefensible proceedings; with the lament- 
abl> result that Egypt has been left with 
only six standing examples of her own 
charming possessions. We have only to 
see the obelisk on the Thames Embank- 
ment to realise how incongruous are its 
surroundings. Begrimed by London 
smoke, its rose-red colours gone, there it 
stands, 3,000 miles from its home—a 
pitiable position for a symbol of the 
glorious sun of Egypt. 

Where, then, does this latest effort to 
move a great mass of stone stand in rela- 
tion to the triumphs of neolithic man and 
of the ancient Egyptians? How far may 
it be said to rival theirs? We shall not be 
disappointed with the result of the 
inquiry, as we shall find that, at all 
events,. the ancient Egyptian sti]l stands 
unrivalled. 

It is evident that mankind from remote 
ages has been acquainted with the art 
of moving great weights. We need only 
visit Stonehenge, or Carnac, in Brittany, 
for assurance of this. We may dismiss 
such childish legends as that a race of 
giants reared these astonishing monu- 
ments. There is no mystery. The sarsen 
stone pillars of Stonehenge are, on an 
average, under 30 feet in height and each 
of them weighs about 26 tons. At Carnac 
there are nearly 3,000 menhirs, averaging 
16 feet in height and weighing between 
50 and 40 tons. These are by no means 
the largest masses moved by early man. 
At Locmariaquer, in Brittany, lies a 
broken menhir which, when it stood erect, 
would have overtopped the Mussolini 
monolith by seven feet; and—still more 
wonderful—at Bagneux, in Central 
France, is a dolmen, one of whose covering 
stones is 23 feet square, nearly two-and-a- 
half feet thick and weighs 86 tons. Yet 
neolithic man was capable not alone of 
moving such a weight, but of raising it 
and planting it on its supporting stones, 
This is astonishing enough; but a skilled 
modern engineer has computed that, with 
t apparatus of strong ropes—possibly of 
hide—levers, man haulage, a runway of 
wood and rollers, it could have been drawn 
to its site by the joint pull of 200 men. 


THB LOFTIEST SHAFT. 


This is child’s play when compared with 

the triumphs of theancient Egyptians. It 
is known that they set up obelisks of over 
550 tons, and they claim in their records 
to have erected some of over 800 tons. 
This leads us to a comparison of the 
Mussolini monolith, first with its Roman 
companions and then with those which 
Egypt still possesses. It will be dwarfed 
by two of the former. The superb obelisk 
opposite the Lateran is the loftiest erect 
Egyptian shaft in existence. It was made 
in the time of Thotmes III. (B.C. 1501- 
1447), and was torn from its native place 
by the Emperor Constantius. Its dimen- 
sions an w tht are remarkable. 
Originally 1085 feet in height—8} feet 
higher than the gallery of Nelson’s 
Pillar—it has been reduced to-1054 feet 
by the stupid removal of its pyramidal 
apex. It had lain neglected and broken 
in three pieces from the time when, at 
the sack of Rome, the Barbarians over- 
turned all, except one, of the obelisks, 
until, in 1558, Pope Sixtus V., with 
commendable enterprise, succeeded in re- 
erecting it. It weighs no less than 455 
tons. 
The second rival in height, though not 
in weight, is the obelisk in front of St. 
Peter’s, which is 83 feet in height, but, 
being a slender shaft, weighs only 331 
tons. The story of the re-erection of this 
obelisk is well known, but will bear reneti- 
tion. Jt was originally brought from 
Heliopolis by Caligula, who erected it in 
the Vatican Circus, and in the sixteenth 
century the same energetic Pope decided 
to move it to its present site. The date 
upon which it was to be raised was pro- 
claimed a public holiday. Crowds came 
to see the sight, and silence was imposed 
on pain of death. Just as 800 men, 
hauling on the tackle, had got it almost 
erect, the stretching of the ropes—a 
possibility which had not been taken into 
account—prevented them from raising it: 
beyond a certain point, when a sailor 
called Bresco, of San Remo, shouted, 
“Wet the ropes’’; and, when this was 
done, the obelisk was

OBELISKS AT KARNAK. 


If we now turn to the native home of 
the obelisk, we shall find this reputation 
more than confirmed. Of the six obelisks 
which still stand erect, four outstrip the 
Italian monolith in height. Two of them, 
which grace one of the courts of the great 
Temple of Karnak at Thebes, are 
respectively 974 and 76 feet in height, and 
the lovely shaft in front of the pylons 
of the temple at Luxor, whose companion 
is in Paris, rises to the height of 80 feet. 

The most interesting is the loftiest í 
these three, and it is well to remember 
that the Egyptians always erected their 
obelisks in pairs. The quarries from 
which it and its companion, now lying in 
ruin, came, are at Aswan, and the 
engineers had to drag them to the river 
bank, thence raft them for 130 miles down 
river, haul them to their sites and then 
erect them. The story of this performance 
18 an astounding one, and, fortunately, we 
have it at first hand. Round the base 
of the upright shaft is a long inscription, 
cut in exquisitely chiselled. hieroglyphics, 
which tells, in the sovereign’s own words, 
how Queen Hatshepsut, of the XVIII. 
Dynasty, erected the two obelisks to the 
honour of her god. “TI have done this,” 
she says, “‘from a heart full of love for 
my divine Father, Amon.” Then follows 
the remarkable statement that they were 
cut in the quarries of Aswan, floated down 
the river, erected, polished and engraved 
in the brief space of seven months. 

It is a curious fact that the Egyptians, 
who are always so careful to give us 
details of their doinge on the walls of 
temple and tomb, have, unfortunately, left 
no pictorial record of the actual erection 
of an obelisk. We have drawings to 
illustrate the transport of statues and 
obelisks by land and water, but in this 
particular they fail us. The problem has, 
therefore, been left to the speculations 
and suggestions of the modern engineers, 
and they are various—some plausible and 
some frankly impracticable 

This is not all. There are two enter- 
ie of the ro gone which for sheer 

aring have neyer been surpassed. One of 
them was successful ; the other, through no 
fault of its originators, fell short of 
accomplishment. 


THE BIRTHPLACE OF MOSES. 


In the year 1883, Sir Flinders Petrie, 
when exploring the ruins of the mighty 
city of Tanis, in the eastern Delta, came 
across huge fragments of a statue of 
Syenite granite which Rameses II.—that 
megalomaniac sovereign vf the XIX. 
Dynasty, and, we might add, the 
Mussolini of his epoch—had made for his 
glorification. The site of Tanis, more 
anciently known as Taan, is now a place 
of the utmost desolation. The name is 
familiar to Biblical scholars in the form 
of Zoan, through the allusion to the city 
in the Book of Numbers, where it is taken 
as a standard of comparison for the 
antiquity of the Palestine town of 
Hebron: ‘‘Now Hebron was built seven 
years before Zoan in Egypt.” It was most 
probable that here Moses was born and 
the incident of the ark of bulrushes 
occurred. To bring this statue from the 
quarries of Aswan to the neighbourhood 
of Memphis involved a voyage of 580 
miles, and a further journey, probably by 
one of the branches of the Nile, of some 
70 miles, to the site for its erection in the 
far eastern Delta. The proportions of the 
statue are almost fabulous. It rose, a 
solid block of red granite, 78 feet in 
height, and, with the lofty crown which 
was attached, 92 feet. It must have 
weighed at least 900 tons. Rameses has 
left another statue at Thebes which 
weighed 800 tons, but in this fantastic 
effort he has excelled himself. It is use- 
less to speculate how the extraordinary 
feat of transporting such a figure was 
accomplished. , 


AN UNFINISHED TASK. 


The giant obelisk which lies in the 
quarries of Aswan is yet more wonderful. 
It has never been separated from its 
parent rock by undercutting, but other- 
wise it is apparently a perfect obelisk. It 
is a oti, a shaft, and, if it had been 
moved and erected, would have demanded 
the greatest engineering effort ever made 
by man. It is no less than 137 feet in 
length and weighs 1,168 tons. If erect, it 
would soar two feet above the statue on 
Nelson’s Pillar. Why then, we ask, did 
the engineers not complete their task, 
which we must credit them with every 
intention of doing? A recent examina- 
tion of the great monolith has supplied a 
reason for the relinquishment ol their 
plans. When the work had been In 
progress for some time a flaw was dis- 
covered in the stone, which hopelessly 
weakened the obelisk. Two attempts were 
made by the artificers to plan a smaller 
obelisk from the original, by avoiding the 
flaw, but these proved impracticable, ani 
the mighty monolith was abandoned. 

In conclusion, a word of caution must 
It has been impossible to refer 
to the many theories which have been 
advanced to explain the methods by which 
the ancients accomplished their immense 
tasks. It is not a subject in which 
finality has been reached, and there are 
many interesting points still open for 
speculation and discussion. Yet the above 
facts are sufficient to prove that even 
Mussolini has much to learn, in this 
department at least, from those lofty 
idealists. yet practical sovereigns, of 
ancient Egypt, who lay, until sacrilegious 
hands tore them from their sepulchres— 

Cased in cedar and shut in a sacred gloom, 

Swathed in linen and precious unguents old, 

Painted in cinnabar, and rich with gold, 

Silent they rest, in solemn_ salvatory, 

Sealed from the moth and the owl and tne 
flittermouse, 

Each with his name on his brow.

Euphemisms. 


It is a curious and rather illuminating 
fact (writes a correspondent) that there 
is in literature and in life a distinct dis- 
inclination to refer to death except in an 
indirect manner.

suggested by occupation or environment. 
Thus we have Shakespeare’s ‘‘ shuffled off 
this mortal coil” and “come to dust ”; 
Wordsworth has “passed away, which 
has now become a commonplace, and Keats 
expressed a desire to cease upon the mid- 
night with no pain. A number of phrases 
come from the sea. Shakespeare and 
Dickens remembered the old superstition, 
and used ‘‘went out with the tide,’’ 
Tennyson has “crossed the bar,” and 
Dibdin’s Tom Bowling ‘‘ went aloft.’’ In 
less poetic spheres, while it would not sur- 
prise me to learn that steeplejacks refer 
to a dead comrade as having “‘ fallen off,’’ 
it is at least certain that the stage has 
given us the expression “ made his final 
exit,’ and that from boxing we get 
“taken the count.” 


“Ghe American Manner. 


There are also a number of euphemisms 
of an obviously or presumably American 
origin. While some of them are highly 
imaginative—one will remember’ with 
affection poor Uncle Ned, who has “ gone 
where the good niggers go’’—it cannot be 
denied that most of them are practical to 
the point of becoming grotesque. If one 
can believe the stories, an American news- 
paper, rather than report boldly that a 
man was killed by a train, will say “the 
engine-driver scraped him off the wheel,” 
while America is responsible also for the 
grim euphemism of the ‘‘ Widow Malone ”' 
joke. From the old mining camps we get 
“ pegged out ’’—a reference to the staking- 
out of a piece of land—and from the same 
part of the world, I imagine, come 
‘‘crossed the great divide’’ and “ handed 
in his checks,’’ from the last of which 
Mr. P. G. Wodehouse has arrived at his 
“handed in his dinner-pail.’’ ‘‘ Turned 
up his toes.” is rather a distressinglv 
direct expression, but ‘‘ snuffed out ’’ can 
surely be traced back to the Shakespearean 
reference to the ‘‘ brief candle” of life. 
Few would defend ‘‘corpsed’’ or 
“ croaked,’’ but phrases like “ hopned the 
twig’’ or ‘kicked the bucket’’ have a 
certain quality of the unexpected, and 
would probably repay research, - together 
with some others of the innumerable 
examples which spring to the mind. 


A Frigid Ireland. 


If certain scientific plotters have their 
way, those who complam of the insularity 
of Ireland may get a cold douche. The 
iceberg menace is to be removed by break- 
ing up the bergs and allowing the frag- 
ments to float into the Gulf Stream, 
which will make short shrift of them, but 
in the precess will undergo considerable 
cooling itself. It will be a strange day 
for Ireland when Kerry s hills break the 
cold blasts from the south-west. 

Apropos, when reading of icebergs and 
icebound ports recently, I came across the 
origin apparently of the word débédcle, 
which is used to denote the breaking up 
of the ice in spring.

Power of the Bagpipes. 


The skirl of the bagpipes can be a 
woeful business if the ear is not properly 
attuned to it. In olden times the Scots 
won battles with its aid. At least so one 
would gather from the lines of an old 
Scottish ballad, “ The Hunder Pipers.”’ 

Observe first the threat : 


“ Wi’ a hunder pipers an’ a’ an’ a’, 
We'll up and gi’e them a blaw, a blaw. 


Then note the result: 


“ Dumbfoundered, the English saw, they saw; 
Dumbfovndered, they heard the blaw, the 
blaw ; 
Dumbfoundered, they ran awa’ awa’ 
Frae the hunder pipers an’ a’ an’ a’.” 


Irish bagpipes are no less fearsome. 
The incident which I shall relate occurred 
not far from Bodenstown. in County 
Kildare, on the occasion of a recent pil- 
grimage to the grave of Wolfe Tone. A 
pipe band had been requisitioned to lead 
a pree-ssion from Sallins. Tea, however, 
was t.e first serious business of the day, 
and when the band arrived in the village 
it repaired immediately to a tea-room 
with no thought for the moment, appar- 
ently, but of peace and good-will on earth. 
But on crossing the bridge beyond the 
railway station the pipers—it may have 
been with the i:nocent idea of whetting 
their appetites—struck up a lively air. 

With the first skirl the thing happened. 
A moment before a horse had heen munch- 
ing peacefully at the side of the road, 
blissfully unaware of the unhappy chapter 
that was about to be added to its life; 
now it had fallen and was rolling on the 
ground in a paroxysm of fright. Then 
men rushed over to the poor animal’s side. 
but the horse refused to be comforted until 
the band stopped playing. The which the 
pipers did, it seemed, from considerations 
entirely humane.

Poteen. 


I read with great interest a reference 
in the “ Diary ” a few days ago to the 
dying ‘‘industry’’ of poteen-making, 
writes a correspondent.

It was in the West of Ireland, and | 
was invited by a friend to accompany him 
on a trip to a certain island off the Sligo 
coast, which shall be nameless.

We were received on land- 
ing by the “King ” of the island, who 
took us to his cottage and conversed at 
length about the weather, crops and farm- 
ing in general. Finally the “ King,” as 
he was then called, got up and procured 
a spade and bade us follow him. He went 
out to his large garden, counted a certain 
number of potato drills, carefully selected 
a stalk, and proceeded to dig it up. 
Instead of a shower of potatoes, however, 
there came into view a small barrel, which 
the “King” lifted out of the hole 
lovingly. He gave us each a good sample, 
and I, in my innocence, drank it off with 
great gusto. What a mixture! It was 
like drinking so much liquid fire. When 
I had recovered sufficiently to proceed, we 
went round the island and saw some of 
the inhabitants diving into a deep cleft 
in the rocks, depositing their barrelled 
treasure in nooks at the bottom. The 
"“ King” explained that they were never 
surprised by the authorities while at their 
work, as a watchman was always on guard, 
and any boat approaching the island could 
be seen a far way off—at any rate, in 
nlenty of time to enable the distillers to | 
hide their apparatus safe at the bottom 
of the sea.

BELFAST, Monday. 


ELFAST enjoyed glorious weather 
during its short holiday season, and 
the seaside resorts were crowded with 
visitors. The great trel: to the country 
began on Friday, ¢..d thcusands of people 
travelled by train, 'bus end private car. 
the multitude being increased by great 
contingents of ¢xcursionists from Scotland 
and England, who arrived by the various 
routes, al] being equally favoured. There 
were also hundreds of tourists from 
America who came to take part in the 
Orange celebrations, and the colour and 
animation on the streets were continued 
on Saturday by parades of the Royal Black 
Institution, “ith drums beating and 
banners flying. The sham fight a‘ Scarva, 
where King J-mes II. once more suffered 
his annual defeat by the troovs of King 
William, proved a gteat attraction, people 
being present from all over the province. 
This is a'comica] business and never fails 
to provide amusement for the spectators. 
J ames aid his men weie captured, and 
then when the ‘‘battle’ was over the 
rival ‘‘armies’’ foregathered in amity. 
The Royal Uister Club’s regatta on 
Saturday was also a great source of 
interest, and Pengor was invaded by 
‘record’’ crowds. The tvo big racing 
cutters, White Heather IJ. and Lulworth, 
were greatly admired for their grace by 
thousands of spectators along the sea 
front, and the ‘:tory of Lord Waring’s 
yacht, flying the burgee of the Royal 
Ulster Club, was very popular. Lord 
Waring joined the Royal Ulster on Friday 
last, and generous'y gave a i.andsome sub- 
scription towards the prize fund. Colonel 
the Right Hon. R. G. Sharman Crawford, 
D.L., vice-commodore, was on board 
White Heather during the race, and sub- 
sequently declared that he has been sailing 
for half a century, but had never ex- 
perienced such fluky winds as prevailed 
on Saturday. The breeze: were evidently 
engaged in an attempt to box the compass, 
as occasionally the smal'er yachts could 
be seen running before the wind in 
contrary directions. 


MPRESSIVE SCENES. 


The Orange demonstrations are finished 
for another year, the big parade 
having been one of the most im- 
pressive seen for many years. Every- 
thing was orderly, and the Institution 
deserves credit for its powers of 
organisation and display. The streets 
were ablaze with colour, many new banners 
having been unfurled within the past few 
weeks, and from early morning on the 
“Twelfth ” until late at night the music 
of fife, drum and bands of all descriptions 
was heard throughout the province. The 
volume of sound was wonderful, as it rose 
and fell in the air, but the musicians 
must have been weary before they got to 
the journey’s end. There was nothing new 
in the speeches, and it was difficult to 
adorn the old story with a new dress, but 
there was restraint in the references to 
political conditions across the Channel. 
That is a problem which now calls for 
careful consideration. 

The Northern leaders condemn the 
“* Independents ” in politics, but they are 
silent regarding the division in the Orange 
Order. Yet the Independent Loyal Orange 
Institution is a strong force in Belfast. 
Its principles vary from those of the 
parent body in its outlock upon politics. 
At the Malone demonstration on Friday 
its ideals were described in brief as 
Protestantism, not politics; principles, 
not party, and measures, not men. 


SHARP CRITICISMS. 


The County Grand Master, Mr. 
Leonard Hill, criticised a statement made 
by Sir Joseph Davison, Grand Master of 
the original Order, in which he was 
reported as saying that the Orange 
Institution was both a religious and 
political organisation. That idea, said 
Mr. Hill, was altogether wrong. The Orange 
Order, he declared, was never a political 
organisation, and in the Independent Order 
they were free to exercise their intelligence 
and judgment politically. In conclusion, 
Mr. Hill said that. whilst. willing 
to support al! the efforts of Conservative, 
Liberal or Labour Governments to raise 
the standard of living for the working 
class and rule the country efficiently, 
they refused to allow themselves to be 
dragged at the tail of any political party 
or clique. Other speakers spoke in 
similar strain, urging the importance of 
keeping free from the domination. of any 
political party. 7 

It is difficult, however, for the Order 
to keep free from political influence, when 
the Prime Minister is the Grand Master 
of Down, and all the members of his 
Cabinet wear the orange sash at these 
demonstrations. Prominence at the 
Malone meeting was given to references to 
the sanctity of the Sabbath day, and it 
was pointed out that many people now 
look upon Sunday as a day rice 
golf, tennis, cricket and card-playing. 
The Independent Institution is opposed to 
all such forms of amusement on Sundays.

At Kingstown Sir Thomas Beecham was 
greeted early F arm morning by a large 
company on the pier, representing specially 
the Dublin Committee f the Renee of 
Opera and the Dublin Rotary Club. Mr. 
Seumas Murphy, Chairman of the Dublin 
Commissioners, was one of those present, 
and others were Mr. Edward ane, 
Director of the Royal Dublin Society; Sir. 
F. M. Summerfield, President of the Dublin 
Rotary Clab, and the following members of 
the Dublin Committee of the League :—Mrs. 
Maud Walsh, Dr, James Ashe, Messrs. 
Hubert Rooney, Wilfred Brown, Willred 
Bainardo, Reginald Keatinge and Sealy 
Jeffares. Mrs. Walsh presented Sir Thomas 
Beecham with a harp of laurel leaves deco. 
rated with Irish Free State colours and bear. 
ing the inscription: ‘‘Cead Mile Failte to 
Ireland, and success to the Opera League.”’ 
The company proceeded to Dublin, and at 
the Gresham Hotel others were present to 
welcome the visitor. 


ADDRESS TO THE ROTARY CLUB. 


At the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
in Clery’s Restaurant Sir Thomas am 
was the principal guest. He said that it was 
ta him a pecniiar pleasare to find himself once 
again in Dublin. Ireland. he said, had great 
musical ‘traditions. Friends of his, like 
Santley, Manners, O’Mara, and dozens of 
others who had been concerned with the 
musical life of this country had always told 
him of the enthusiasm, as well as the criti- 
cal faculty of Dublin audiences. He had 
been caming to Dublin with his orchestra 
on and off for twenty years as a giver of 
concerts, but never as an operatic im- 
presario or conductor. He hoped, how- 
ever, to come here very soon in the new 
capacity. 

As to the League of Opera which he was 
engaged in promoting, they all knew that 
in England, Ireland and Scotland, Canada 
and Australia opera was practically non- 
existent. In Continental countries opera 
was flourishing as the most popular form of 
public entertainment, and was regarded as 
the most esteemed and potent medium of 
popular culture. In most of the large Con- 
tinental cities the opera house occupied the 
most prominent position. In these Euro- 
pean countries large subsidies were given 
to opera. , 


THE VALUE OF OPERA. 


In England they were beginning to think 
whether they were wise in neglecting the 
use of music as a power for good, and as 
an instrument for spreading popular culture 
in its most composite form. Grand opera, 
he said, is, in fact, an amalgam of 
many of the arts.

He had previously 
been book-keeper, having been appointed to 
that position on Jan 7, 1908. 

_ Proceeding, witness detailed the procedure 
in connection with receipts for moneys and 
the signing of cheques. 

Witness produced the cheques in question. 
He said that they were payable to bearer, and 
were handed to him for counter signature for 
the purchase of pigs. The word ‘ Bearer ”’ 
and the amounts in both cheques, so far as 
witness knew, were in the handwriting of the 
accused man, and bore his endorsement. 
Witness was sure of the signature of the 
accused man. The blocks of the cheques 
(produced) were in the handwriting of 
the accused man. The amount in the block 
of the £200 cheque was for £1 18s, 9d., pay 
able to the Great Northern Railway. The 
block of the £250 cheque, so far as it was 
filled in, was in the handwriting of the de- 
fendant, and the name on the block was 
Brooks, Thomas and Company, and _ the 
amount was left blank. The entry in the 
cash book of the £200 cheqne was in the 
handwriting of the accused man, and was for 
the purchase of pigs. 

Similar evidence was given as regards the 
£250 cheque. 

Witness handed all the books to the firm 
of Messrs. Stokes, Brothers and Pim for 
examination, and a representative of that firm 
has been engaged for some time making 
investigation. 

MEETING OF DIRECTORS. 
Witness, continuing, said that, as a result 
of a communication made to him, he called 
an emergency meeting of the directors of the 
factory on June 20 last. There were only 
four directors present. While the meeting 
was in progress the accused man entered the 
room. Witness told him that they had dis- 
covered irregularities in the books. The ac- 
cused man made no reply until one of the 
directors asked him what he had to say, and 
that they were waiting for his answer. He 
then replied : “I admit there are irregularities. ’’ 
The meeting then suspended him and took 
up his keys. On the following day, June 
Zist, there was a further meeting of 
the directors. Mr. William Dwyer, solicitor, 
appeared for Mr. Smyth. The meeting 
requested Mr. Dwyer to send for Mr. Smyth. 
Mr. Smyth came into the boardroom. He 
said that, apparently, there was no use in 
his making any apology for what happened, 
and that if he got some time he would be 
able to replace some of the money.

MOTOR TOURISTS FROM 
ENGLAND.

‘Seaside resorts in both Ireland and 
Great Britain are not doing as well as in 
former times, and in the present year this 
state of affairs has become more noticeable,”’ 
was the statement made to an /rish Times 
representative yesterday by Mr. J. P. 
O’Brien, Secretary of the Irish Tourist 
Association. 

A reason for this, Mr. O’Brien thought, 
was the increasing purchase of motor cars 
on the instalment system by middle-class 
people. These were the people who used 
to go to the seaside for a month or two 
every summer, but now are prohibited from 
doing so because of the annual outlay on 
their cars on the instalment system. The 
result is that their holidays are confined to 
week-ends of touring in their cars, or to 
picnics on Saturdays and Sundays at various 
resorts. Probably, once they have their 
car, they préfer this manter of holidays. 

“ Actually ’’ Mr. O’Brien said, ‘' more 
people are visiting seaside resorts, but these 
visitors are more or less in the nature of 
‘birds of passage,’ and are not regular in 
their periods of stay. Killarney w a 
particular example of this; for, though more 
people than ever are visiting that beauty- 
spot, fewer stay there for any length of 
time. 

“Motor tourists are going there in 
increasing numbers. Many of these motor 
tourists come from England and from 
America, and as far as England is concerned, 
the explanation seems to be that overcrowd- 
ing of the English roads is driving tourists 
to come to Iréland, where, they realise, road 
travelling is much easier and more com 
fortable, and that they could go on all day 
almost without seeing another car. 

“ Although it is yet early in the season, 
information to hand shows that a fifteen 
per cent. increase has occurred in the 
arrivals of tourists at Queenstown. Taking 
into account arrivals at Galway from the 
United States, the increase of American 
visitors to date is more than fifty per cent. 
“Last year a good Continental business 
was done, and to all appearances there will 
be a repetition of it. It is, however, a 
traffic about which we cannot say very 
much. Naturally, a fillip was given to it by 
the motor races, and quite a number of 
people who came here to see those races 
are now extending their holidays. The 
Emancipation celbrations, also, were 
responsible for an increase in American 
traffic. 

“ Inquiries received by the Irish Tourist 
Association show a fifty per cent. increase, 
resulting purely from increased expenditure 
in advertising in England.” In conclusion 
Mr. O’Brien said that he thought that this 
was due, in addition, to the fact that 
English people were becoming more inclined 
towards the idea of Ireland for holidays.

iven on behalf oí Martin Joyce were that 
e was prejudiced in his defence by being 
tried jointly with Mrs. Walsh, and by the 
sófséal of the learned judge to grant a 
separate trial in his case; that the evidence 
was improperly admitted, purporting to prove 
the commission of a separate felony—a 
previous attempt to poison Daniel Walsh, 
by him; and that the learned judge mis- 
directed the jury as to the weight and 
cogency of circumstantial evidence. 
Among the original grounds of appeal 
given on behalf of Mrs. Walsh were ‘a 
misdirection by the learned judge; the 
improper admission of evidence, and ~ that 
the learned judge failed to direct the jury 
as to the proper weight to be given to the 
evidence of the children. 
An application was made to allow 
additional grounds of appeal based on theo 
manner in which the evidence’ given in 
Irish had been noted, it being alleged that 
the record was incomplete, and, therefore, 
inaccurate, and that, whereas, at the trial, 
nine witnesses for the prosecution and the 
accused persons gave their evidence ex- 
clusively in Irish, no transcript of any such 
evidence was taken, and that the record of 
the proceedings of a stenographer’s note of 
an interpreter’s version in English of the 
evidence given in the Irish language was not 
accurately reproduced nor adequately con- 
veyed to the jury in the English language. 
Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he- was 
prepared to admit the evidence of a dis- 
tinguished Írish scholar who was present at 
the trial, and who observed that the Irish 
evidence had not been properly recorded. 
The Court refused to admit the additional 
grounds of appeal. 
Mr. Barry then proceeded with the appeal 
of Martin Joyce, referring at. length to the 
evidence given at the trial, pointing out that 
the accused man’s defence had been greatly 
prejudiced by not having separate trials, as 
he suggested to the trial judge.

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BRITISH RELATIONS 
WITH RUSSIA. 


PREMIER’S STATEMENT IN 
THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Arthur Henderson, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, stated that the Soviet 
Government had not approached His 
Majesty’s Government on the subject of 
the resumption of diplomatic relations, 
but an invitation for a responsible repre- 
sentative of the Soviet Government to 
visit London to discuss the most expedi- 
tious procedure to deal As the most 
outstanding guestions had been sent to 
the Soviet Government, the 
Norwegian Government. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain asked whether, 
as papers were laid, and an opportunity 
was afforded to the House to express its 
opinion before diplomatic relations with 
‘Russia were broken off, the Prime 
Minister will afford the House a like 
opportunity of expressing its opinion 
before they are resumed. 

The Prime Minister replied:—I have 
personally examined ‘the procedure of 
1927. Certain papers were laid before 
the debate on May 26, 1927, on the Arcos 
raid, but not before the late Government 
had taken action and carried out the raid. 
(Ministerial cheers). His Majesty’s 
Government would certainly propose to 
lay papers on the question of the resump- 
tion of diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Government as soon as possible, 
and the proper time to do that will, pre- 
sumably, be when the correspondence has 
reached some issue. In 1927 a debate was 
asked for and was granted after the deci- 
sion of the Government had been taken. 
If the right hon. gentleman has in mmd 
what was done by our predecessors, that 
is precisely what I have in my mind also. 

THE 1927 PRECEDENT. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain—Am I to 
understand that the right hon. gentleman 
will complete his negotiations, take his 
decisions, and lay papers; but will not 
take the final steps until this House has 
been given an opportunity of expressing 
its opinion? Is it not the fact that my 
right hon. friend beside me (Mr. Baldwin) 
made a statement to the House of our 
intention to break off diplomatic rela- 
tions, and stated that that would be done 
unless the House expressed a contrary 
opinion on a day later in the week |.

A League of Opera. 


In those spacious days before the war 
Sir Thomas Beecham was 
figure in Dublin. His opera company was 
one of the finest combinations of its kind 
that Europe ever has heard, and the art

Circumstances, com- 
bined to bring the Beecham Opera Com- 
pany to an end. Since the war there have 
been several attempts to revive it, and now 
Sir Thomas Beecham is trying to save the 
art from extinction by the establishment of 
his “ League of Opera.” The object of this 
League is to enrol lovers of music in an 
organisation which the 
financial stability of another effort to in- 
augurate an operatic revival. Sir Thomas 
Beecham has set out to find 60,000 persons 
in the British Isles who will 
members of the League for a period oí 
five years, thus enabling.an operatic com- 
pany to be formed. He has allotted a 
certain “ guota ” fo the various centres of 
population throughout the former United 
Kingdom, and Dublin's figure is only 
2.500. lf 2.500 persons will sub- 
scribe £2 10s. Od. apiece as their five 
years’ subscription to the League, Sir 
Thomas Beecham guarantees to bring a 
first-rate company to Dublin every year 
during that period. Subscription entitles 
the member to priority of place in the 
theatre, and to reduced booking rates. Ina 
speech at the Dublin Mansion House last 
evening Sir Thomas Beecham explained 
his plans. He expects that the project 
will be taken up with enthusiasm in 
England, where already a large member- 
ship has been enrolled, and predicts that 
by the autumn the number will reach 
100,000. He appealed to Dublin to 
fill “its and declared that 
good opera national necessity. 
We are surprised to learn from such a 
high authority that throughout the entire 
British Empire there is not a single 
permanent Opera House, although there are 
between 300 and 400 on the Continent of 
Europe. Yet the people of these islands 
appreciate good. opera. When the poorest 
company comes to Dublin the theatre is 
packed, and “ Meisterstnger’’ is just as 
popular as “ Maritana “ or any of the other 
‘* low-brow ”’ Admittedly, Dublin 
has not enjoyed a chance to hear good 
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opera oí recent years. The younger genera- 
tion is being reared on the sugary melodies 
of the “picture house,” with the result 
that its musical taste cannot compare with 
that of its sires. Nevertheless, there is 
little doubt that Dublin still would 
welcome ‘‘ real ” opera, and we hope that 
Sir Thomas Beecham’s project will succeed. 
No man in Europe to-day has done 
more than he to promote the cause of 
music; no man has had more bitter dis- 
appointments. 


The Tourist Season. 


The disadvantages which have followed 
from this summer’s drought include 
a disappointing season for anglers. 
Every traveller in Ireland knows that 
among ‘the most pleasing sights of 
our island may be numbered the great 
salmon which commonly streak the waters 
of the Corrib as they rush under the 
bridge below the fish-walk in Galway 
City. To-day those abounding waters are 
shrunken to a petty stream, Sportsmen, 
however, are not given to the humours of 
despondency and regret, They find happi- 
ness even in difficulty, and good fellow- 
ship compensates them for poor catches. 
By all accounts fishing parties never were 
enjoyed with greater zest than thie year. 
There are accounts of wealthy visitors to 
our shores who have spent in single weeks 
as much as a hundred pounds a man upon 
sport and mutual hospitality—such are 
the guests whom the trout, the salmon 
and the pike attract to our waters. 
The tourist season now is getting 
into full swing. From all quarters 
of Britain holiday-makers come; the 
Continent is well represented, and beside 
the usual arrivals of American tourists 
there are shiploads of three hundred a 
time discharging at the revived trans- 
Atlantic port of Galway. We wish that 


we could say with assurance that all these : 


visitors are meeting comfortable entertain- 
ment at moderate prices, and that trans- 
port facilities are uniformly efficient and 
aptly co-ordinated. With those advan- 
tages their visits to our shores certainly 
would be memorable at this season of 
brilliant weather. Other lands have 
sumptuous attractions; but is there any 
spot in continental Europe which, at this 
time, can rival the Atlantic coasts of 
Ireland and Scotland in the simple quality 
of colour? Here is not the ultramarine 
hue of the Mediterranean water, but 
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light there are all the shades. of the 


peacock’s plumage in our seas. Along the 
strand lies the monstrous débris of primeval 
glaciers, perilous to the navigator, indeed, 
but a delight to the eye as the coal-black 
stain of seaweed varies with the white of 
the naked granite, and both are’ sprinkled 
with the vivid orange of the crotal and 
the pale green of grasses. Under the 
light of noon all the shadows of the 
countryside glow with the tint of 
amethyst. 


Safety in the Air. 


A month ago every reader of the news- 
papers was shocked by the tidings of the 
Joss of the Imperial Airways machine, the 
City of Ottawa. When the great aero- 
plane, with a load of passengers bound 
for Paris, was crossing the English 
Channel, one engine suddenly went out 
of order. The pilot—as the report of Sir 
Arthur Colefax, K.C., says — acted 
prudently in the tactics which he adopted 
in the effort to bring his craft to safety ; 
but the weather conditions frustrated his 
pains, and the City of Ottawa plunged 
into the sea. Seven passengers perished. 
A few years ago not a soul aboard the 
flying vessel would have escaped. The 
inquiry which led to Sir Arthur Colefax’s 
report had two problems to consider. 
Why did the accident occur? Why were 
lives lost after the forced descent of the 
aeroplane? It is comforting to find that 
the answer to neither of these questions 
involved the makers of the aeroplane, the 
pilots or the company in blame. The 
cause of the accident was the fracture 
under fatigue of certain studs—‘‘ a mishap 
of a type which is unavoidable.’’ Had 
the City of Ottawa been travelling over 
land instead of water, asafe landing could 
have been made. Avoidance of similar 
accidents will be ensured if the recom- 
mendation is adopted to restrict per- 
mission for cross-Channel flights to air- 
craft designed to land on water or, 
alternatively, capable of maintaining 
height when an engine is crippled. There 
is no evidence that any life was lost 
through lack of belts or insufficiency of 
instruction ; but attempts to improve the 
type of belt now in use are suggested. if, 
is significant of the high pitch of security 
now reached in aviation that no longer is 
an accident during flight over land or sea 
necessarily mortal in its results. Escape 
trom an injured air vessel is no more to 
be accounted marvellous to-day than 
escape from a foundering ship. Sir 
Arthur Colefax says that in his recom- 
mendations for increased engine reserve he 
merely anticipates the programme of 
Imperial Airways for 1930. 


PANTER LIBRARY SALE. 


GOLDSMITH BRINGS BIG 
PRICES, 


The Panter, Library sale at Sotheby's, 
London, yesterday, had several surprises. 
The late Mr. G. W. Panter, of The Bawn, 
Foxrock, County Dublin, twenty-five years 
ago bought for a small sum a fine auto- 
graph letter by Oliver Goldsmith to Mrs. 
Thrale. She, in turn, endorsed it “A 
letter from Dr. Goldsmith.” Yesterday 
£1,500 was paid for it by Mr. Maggs— 
a ''record ” price for a Guldsmith letter. 
A few years ago a Goldsmith manuscript 
brought £5,000. 

A first edition copy of ‘‘ The Vicar of 
Wakefield’? yesterday brought £1,470, 
another “ record.” The highest English 
price had stood at £700, and the 
American ‘“‘record’’ at £1,320—in the 
Kern sale in New York last January. 

“The Vicar of Wakefield’’ was first 
printed at Salisbury in 1766. The 
manuscript was found by Johnson at 
Goldsmith’s lodging, where the doctor was 
detained by an irate landlady for owing 
her about £20. 

It was only last week that a ‘‘ record ” 
price was obtained for a Kilmarnock 
Burns. 

Another copy cf ‘‘The Vicar of Wake- 
field,’’ containing defects, was sold for 
£800. A first edition copy of ‘The 
Deserted Village,” printed in 1769, 
brought £640. 

A fine autograph manuscript, by 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan, entitled 
‘‘ Piseatory Party, in Commemoration of 
Isaac Walton,” realised £110. 

An autograph verse by Dean Swift, 
beginning ‘‘ Leshia for ever on me rails,” 
was valued at £100. The Dean’s taper- 
holder was sold for £40. 


OLD BROADSIDES. 

Old Irish broadsides brought reasonable 
sums. One parcel, which sold for £21, 
contained the printed proclamation of the 
Provisional Government in 1916, with the 
names of James Connolly, P. H. Pearse and 
others. 

Another parcel, which brought £13 10s., 
had the broadsides as to the Irish Army 
at Aughrim, 1691; the taking of Kinsale, 
1690, and the proclamation against the 
rebels at Dublin Cast’e, 1689, 

A first edition copy of Carleton’s 
“Traits and Stories of ‘the Irish 
Peasantry,’’ in the original twenty-five 
parts, 1842, realised £42. 

The first. day’s sale of the Panter 
Library brought in a total of £8,070.

A small collection of old engravings and 
drawings relating to Ireland, which also 
belonged to the late Mr. G. W. Panter, 
brought a total of £897.

_An important recommendation affecting 
single and twin-engined aeroplanes is con- 
tained in the report of Sir Arthur Colefax, 
K.C., on the Channel air disaster of June 
17th, when the Imperial Airways machine, 
City of Ottawa, made a forced landing in 
the sea, with the loss of the lives of seven 
of its passongers. 

The recommendation is that, from July 
Ist, 1930, it should be a condition of every 
certificate of airworthiness issued by the 
Air Ministry that a machine not designed 
to land on water, and unable to maintain 
height with a full load when its engine or 
one of its engines fails, should not be used 
for passenger traffic between Britain and 
places abroad. 

The report adds: ‘‘It is clear that the 
essential desideratum in this respect is the 
provision of sufficient reserve of engine 
power in the event of one engine failing, 
and is not necessarily the provision of 
three or any Other specific number of 
engines.”’ 

UNAVOIDABLE MISHAP. 

Sir Arthur agrees with the expert 
evidence given at the inquiry that the 
accident was dué to the fracture under 
fatigue of studs in the front big end bear- 
ing of the starboard engine, a mishap, he 
says, of a type which is unavoidable.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Lieutenant-Colonel C. K. Howard-Bury 
suggested that the Irish Free State was 
attempting to nullify the decision of the 
Privy Council when the Irish Free State 
(Confirmation of Agreement) Bill came 
up for second reading in the House of 
Commons to-night. 

The bill, he said, was designed to save 
the face of the Irish Free State and 
England. After five years of litigation, 
after winning their case, civil servants 
who were claiming compensation from the 
Free State carried the matter to the 
Privy Council, who decided against the 
Irish Free State. But the Governments 
of this country and the Free State put 
their heads together to try to nullify this 
agreement, only for the Privy Council to 
hear the case again and reaffirm its 
decision. 

This bill was to ratify the decision of 
the Privy Council. He was afraid that 
it was not going to last, except for one 
case. Meanwhile a Free State leader was 
introducing a measure which might pre- 
vent further appeals to the Privy Council. 


UNEASINESS. 

He felt’ somewhat uneasy about this 
matger, as during the time when the 
legislation was proceeding in the House 
there was to be complementary legisla- 
tion in the Dail as well. But the Dail 
had adjourned until the end of October. 
If the complementary legislation in the 
Dail was put off, it might mean that it 
would be too late for these cases to be 
dealt with.

HOSTILITIES NOT 
CONSIDERED LIKELY. 
——————— 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
remarks:—The seizure by the Chinese 
authorities of the properties of their 
Russian partners. in the management of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway in Northern 
Manchuria, and the wholesale expulsion 
or arrest of the Russian members of the 
staff, has provoked a communication from 
Moscow which looks at first sight un- 
commonly like an ultimatum. A study of 
its contents can only strengthén this im- 
pression. 
The Soviet Government reminds the 
Chinese authorities that it. ‘‘ possesses 
sufficient means to safeguard the lawful 
rights of the peoples’’ of the Soviet 
‘Union. It will enter into negotiations 
with China on questions conneeted- with 
the railway, but only on condition that 
the Nanking Government agrees to the 
immediate restoration Of the status quo. 
But to threaten i itjes is one thing;

Central Chinese ó; Goyernments had 
presumably counted ‘the -¢0st when they 
seized the RussianVoffites”on the railway 
and deported the Soviet’s ‘railway officials.
